Ron Paul suspends US presidential 
campaigning 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Ron Paul, the US congress¬ 
man who led a stubbornly 
persistent presidential bid 
against presumptive Republi¬ 
can nominee Mitt Romney 
and other rivals, said yester¬ 
day he is suspending active 
campaigning. 

Paul said in a statement he 
will "no longer spend re¬ 
sources campaigning in pri¬ 


maries," opting instead to 
work on amassing delegates 
to the party's national con¬ 
vention, even though his 
chances of winning the nom¬ 
ination are virtually nil. 

Paul insists his team "will 
continue to work in the state 
convention process" and seek 
to win delegates in order to 
"carry a strong message" to 
the Republican National 


Convention in Tampa, 
Florida in late August. 

A Republican candidate 
needs 1,144 delegates in 
order to be declared the nom¬ 
inee. Romney has some 949, 
according to a count by re¬ 
spected website RealClear- 
Politics, and is expected to 
wrap up the nomination on 
May 29 when he wins the 
Texas primary.

Aruba Central Bank publishes: 

Consumer Confidence Survey - 
May 2012 


IRANJESTAD — During the 
period of March 26 through 
April 12, 2012, the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
ducted the first quarterly 
Consumer Confidence Sur¬ 
vey (CCS). The principle aim 
of the CCS is to provide the 
CBA with valuable informa¬ 
tion for its macro-economic 
analyses and forecasts, as 
well as for determining the 
sentiments of Aruban con¬ 
sumers, which will further 
the CBA’s understanding of 
economic developments. The 
CCS consisted of 20 short 
multiple-choice questions on 
the population’s opinion of 
and expectation on the state 
of the Aruban economy and 
on its spending habit. 

The CCS approached 400 
persons covering different 
parts of Aruba. The prelimi¬ 
nary results for the first quar¬ 
ter of 2012 show that 34.0 
percent of respondents felt 
that their personal financial 
position had worsened when 
compared to 6 months ago. 
On the other hand, 33.8 per¬ 
cent expected their personal 
financial position would im¬ 
prove in the next 6 months. 
Also, 57.8 percent stated 
Aruba’s business and eco¬ 
nomic conditions deterio¬ 
rated compared to 6 months 


ago, while 32.3 percent of re¬ 
spondents said that business 
and economic conditions 
would continue worsening in 
the next 6 months. 

On job expectations, peo¬ 
ple believed that it was harder 
to find a job than 6 months 
ago (64.3 percent of respon¬ 
dents). In the next 6 months, 
it would either become 
harder (48.0 percent) or re¬ 
main as difficult (24.3 per¬ 
cent). 

Respondents pointed out 
that buying a car (64.0 per¬ 
cent), acquiring a major ap¬ 
pliance (51.5 percent) and 
going on vacation (49.8 per¬ 
cent) were unsuitable at the 
time of the interview. Only 
16.5 percent considered it ap¬ 
propriate to take out a loan 
and 13.8 percent believed it 
was suitable to take out a 
mortgage loan. 

The CBA created a con¬ 
sumer confidence index to 
summarize the results of the 
CCS in a single indicator. 
The index varies between 90 
and 110, where scores be¬ 
tween 90-99 indicate a nega¬ 
tive view of consumers. 
Scores between 101 and 110 
show a positive consumer 
view. A score of 100 indicates 
that respondents reported no 
change in their view. The re¬ 


sults show respondents had a 
negative view during the first 
quarter (index score of 96.2). 

The CBA has scheduled 
the next CCS for the period 
of June 25 through July 06, 
2012.

possible." 

"We are very optimistic and 
are now awaiting a speedy res¬ 
olution," said Daniel Munoz, 
head of the International Com¬ 
mittee of the Red Cross Ca- 
queta. 

"As we have said all along, 
this cannot go on. Romeo Lan- 
glois is hurt and must be re¬ 
leased and returned to his 
family right away," after a 
FARC message announced the 
group’s intention to free Lan- 
glois. This is why we insist that 
this process takes place as soon 
and quickly as possible," 
Munoz added

ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
International Film Festival has 
announced that it will offer 
opportunities for interested 
adults to learn about film and 
video production in an ex¬ 
panded weeklong film lab. 

After a successful launch 
in 2011, this year’s AIFF Film 
Lab -96 Hours- will not only 
be longer, but will include 
courses in acting and writing 
for the camera, in addition to 
the popular film production 
course offered last year.

Dr. Walker has been practicing 
orthodontia on Aruba for the 
past 13 years; increasing his 
time on island from 2-3days a 
month to an average of 2 
weeks spent correcting dental 
and jaw irregularities. He has 
created a state of the art diag¬ 
nostic and treatment center at 
Julianastraat 4, with equipment 
that is the most advanced in the 
Caribbean. He continues to 
maintain his position as a pro¬ 
fessor on the faculty of Boston 
University in Clinical Ortho¬ 
dontics, splitting his time 
equally between Boston and 
his Aruban practice. 

Dr. Walker is particularly 
pleased that AZV, Aruba’s na¬ 
tional health plan, is on board 
with the collaborative program 
with Dr. Guerrero for treat¬ 
ment at his clinic in Venezeula 
of Aruban patients needing his 
specialized care. “Between our 
diagnostic facility and pre¬ 
surgery orthodontics we pro¬ 
vide at my clinic and then the 
level of surgical care from Dr. 
Guerrero, Aruban patients re¬ 
quiring specialized procedures 
and techniques can be com¬ 
pletely confident they will be 
getting the most advanced and 
expert care possible.”

An example is 
the inability to chew without 
pain will lead individuals to 
choose soft foods over protein 
rich items such as meats and 
poultry, resulting in a high- 
carb diet, which can result in 
being overweight and very 
possibly diabetes. “It is all con¬ 
nected,” he asserts. 

Thursday’s presentation 
will take place in classrooms 
within the same complex as 
Dr. Walker’s office in Oranjes- 
tad, which also contains the 
Consulate of the Dominican 
Republic. The program will be 
from 4:00 to 7:00 PM; inte¬ 
rested parties can contact Dr.

Dutch 'distaste' at revelation that royals 
were baptized as Mormons by proxy

Mormon Temple un Zoetermeer 


UTRECHT, The Netherlands 
—There is public criticism in 
the Netherlands of the Mor¬ 
mon practice of baptism by 
proxy after a Dutch newspa¬ 
per revealed May 9 that sev¬ 
eral members of the royal 
family were posthumously 
’’baptized” into the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, colloquially known as 
the Mormon church. 

The daily newspaper 
Trouw quoted unpublished 
documents in the Mormon 
church’s global genealogical 
database that show the late 
Queen Juliana, her husband 
Prince Bernhard and Queen 
Beatrix’s late husband Prince 
Claus were all baptized as 
Mormons after their deaths. 

Mormons believe the 
proxy baptism ritual allows 
deceased people from other 
religions to enter the afterlife. 
The church has urged Mor¬ 
mons only to posthumously 
baptize their own ancestors. 

However, last February, 
Jewish and Hindu groups re¬ 
acted with anger at revela¬ 
tions that Jewish Holocaust 
victim Anne Frank, Indian 
independence leader Ma¬ 
hatma Gandhi and the parents 
of Nazi-hunter Simon 
Wiesenthal had been baptized 
Mormons by proxy. 

Some Dutch parliamentar¬ 
ians are calling on Home Af¬ 
fairs Minister Liesbeth Spies 
to counsel regional govern¬ 
ment archives against cooper¬ 
ating with the Mormon 
church, Trouw reported May 
10 . 

The denomination has 
made an offer to the country’s 
12 provinces to digitally scan 
all their births, marriages and 
deaths records for use on 
computers, free of charge. 
However, the aim of this is to 
collect more names to baptize 
by proxy, Trouw said. 

Parliamentarian Anj a 
Hazekamp has tabled parlia¬ 
mentary questions, asking the 
home affairs minister how co¬ 
operation with the Mormon 
church for cost-cutting ends 
can be reconciled with the 
right to privacy. 

Archivists too are debating 
whether financial or ethical 


concerns should prevail. The 
province of Gelderland has 
agreed to have the Mormon 
church digitalize its archives, 
but Utrecht has refused and 
Overijssel has doubts. 

The Mormon Church in 
the Netherlands will examine 
the possibility of setting up a 
register of people who do not 
want to be posthumously bap¬ 
tized, spokesman Hans Boom 
told the public broadcaster 
NOS on May 10. 

At present, it is not possi¬ 
ble for the Mormon Church to 
guarantee someone that they 
will not be posthumously 
baptized, he said. 

Boom told the NOS that he 
will discuss the opt-out 
scheme with the denomina¬ 
tion’s global leadership in the 
United States. The baptism of 
Prince Claus took place two 
years after his death in 2002, 
at a Mormon temple in Brazil. 
This may have been done by 
’’over-enthusiastic members,” 
Boom told Trouw, adding it 
was a ’’gesture of love.” 

Prominent Dutch theolo¬ 
gian Huub Oosterhuis, who 
preached at Prince Claus’s fu¬ 
neral, called the posthumous 
baptism of the Dutch royals 
’’tasteless.” 

The Mormon Church in 
the Netherlands on its website 
republished on May 9 an ear¬ 
lier statement, dated February 
21, 2012, in which it rejected 
baptism by proxy of Holo¬ 
caust victims. 

The statement concludes: 


”It worries us when someone 
deliberately violates the 
church’s policy, whereby 
some- 
thing that should be seen as 
an offering of love and re¬ 
spect, gives rise to conflict.” 

In an May 11 editorial, 
Trouw points out that the 
Mormon practice of posthu¬ 
mous baptism is well-known 
and that Mormons are not vi¬ 
olating any rules in accessing 
publicly available data. ’’Pri¬ 
vacy rules are formally only 
for the living.” However, ”it 
would be good if those of us 
who are alive are already 
given the opportunity of reg¬ 
istering somewhere that under 
no circum¬ 

stance will this posthumous 
act of charity be appreciated.” 

Furthermore, public autho¬ 
rities can be expected to digi¬ 
talize their files themselves. 
”It would demonstrate good 
trusteeship and respect for de¬ 
ceased citizens if public 
records are not handed over in 
their entirety to organizations 
that want to use them for 
other purposes.” 

The Dutch government’s 
information service has not 
reacted to the newspaper 
revelation of the Mormon 
baptisms of members of the 
royal family. 

The church says there are 
about 9,000 Mormons in the 
Netherlands. The only Mor¬ 
mon temple in the country is 
in Zoetermeer, near The 
Hague.

Dozens killed in Syria, Saudi doubts 
Annan peace plan 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syrian 
troops yesterday pushed an as¬ 
sault on a central rebel bastion, 
with dozens reportedly killed 
across the country, as Saudi 
Arabia warned that Kofi 
Annan's peace efforts appeared 
to be failing. 

The EU, meanwhile, 
slapped fresh sanctions on 
Damascus, while Russia said it 
was "absolutely clear" Al- 
Qaeda was behind last week's 
twin bomb attacks in Damas¬ 
cus that killed 55 people and 
vowed to continue to arm the 
regime. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said three troop 
carriers were destroyed in 
clashes that erupted at dawn on 
the outskirts of Rastan, a rebel- 
held city in restive Homs 
province of central Syria. At 
least 23 soldiers were killed in 
the Rastan clashes, it said. 

Four rebel fighters, among 
them a lieutenant who de¬ 
fected, also died in the fight¬ 
ing, and random regime 
gunfire reportedly left two 
civilians dead in the nearby 
city of Homs. 

Regime forces launched an 


offensive on Rastan at the 
weekend, encountering heavy 
resistance from rebels seeking 
the ouster of President Bashar 
al-Assad's regime. 

"The regime forces in the 
course of two hours fired 300 
rockets at Rastan before 
launching their assault," Sami 
Kurdi, a spokesman for the 
rebel Free Syrian Army, told 
AFP from Rastan. 

The Observatory also re¬ 
ported deadly violence else¬ 
where yesterday, with three 
civilians killed by regime 
forces' gunfire in southern 
Daraa province, including a 
child and a Palestinian refugee. 

And in Quraya in the east¬ 
ern province of Deir Ezzor, a 
15-year-old boy was killed by 
machinegun fire as regime 
forces raided the town, the Ob¬ 
servatory said, bringing to at 
least 33 the number of people 
reportedly killed yesterday. 

The bloodshed comes de¬ 
spite a month-old ceasefire 
brokered by UN-Arab League 
envoy Annan as part of a plan 
aimed at ending violence that 
has swept Syria since March 
2011 when a popular revolt 


erupted against Assad's 
regime. 

Part of the plan includes the 
deployment in flashpoint areas 
of around 300 UN military ob¬ 
servers. By Sunday, 189 ob¬ 
servers were on the ground, the 
UN mission in Syria said. 

In Riyadh, Saudi Arabia's 
foreign minister warned on 
yesterday that confidence in 
Annan's peace mission was 
fading fast because of the re¬ 
lentless bloodshed. 

More than 12,000 people, 
the majority of them civilians, 
have died since the Syrian up¬ 
rising began, according to the 
Observatory, including more 
than 900 killed since the April 
12 truce. 

On the diplomatic front, EU 
foreign ministers meeting in 
Brussels yesterday slapped a 
15th round of sanctions on 
Syria. 

The new European Union 
sanctions, to take effect on 
toay, mean 128 people and 43 
firms or utilities are now tar¬ 
geted by an assets freeze and 
travel ban for backing the 
regime's 14-month campaign 
of relentless repression. 


Mladic seeks six-month delay in war 
crimes trial

THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
Lawyers for Bosnian Serb ex¬ 
army chief Ratko Mladic yes¬ 
terday sought a six-month 
adjournment of his war crimes 
trial at the International Crim¬ 
inal Court, two days before the 
hearing was due to open. 

Mladic, 70, stands accused 
of carrying out a brutal cam¬ 
paign of ethnic cleansing and 
the massacre of Muslims at 
Srebrenica, Europe's worst 
atrocity since Nazi rule. 

He has been indicted on 11 
counts of genocide, war crimes 
and crimes against humanity 
for his role in the Balkan coun¬ 
try's 1992-95 war which left 
100,000 people dead and 2.2 
million homeless. 

But ahead of the trial due to 
open in The Hague tomorrow, 
his lawyers said they have not 
been given enough time to ex¬ 
amine certain documents and 
that they required more time to 
prepare his defence. 

"The defence respectfully 
requests an adjournment and 
continuance of trial for six 
months, or in the alternative, 
that the chamber bar the pros¬ 
ecution from utilising at trial 
any exhibit or witness that was 
the subject of late disclosure," 


lawyers Branko Lukic and 
Miodrag Stojanovic said in a 
statement. 

On Friday, the defence had 
objected to judge Alphonse 
Orie, saying he was not impar¬ 
tial as he had previously sen¬ 
tenced several of Mladic's 
subordinates. 

Dubbed the "Butcher of 
Bosnia", Mladic is accused 
over the slaughter at Sre¬ 
brenica where almost 8,000 
Muslim men and boys were 
systematically murdered in 
July 1995. 

Prosecutors also hold him 


responsible for the 44-month 
siege of Sarajevo where his 
forces waged a "terror cam¬ 
paign" of sniping and shelling 
that left 10,000 civilians dead. 

It was in pursuit of a 
"Greater Serbia" that Mladic 
allegedly ordered his troops to 
"cleanse" Bosnian towns, driv¬ 
ing out Croats, Muslims and 
other non-Serb residents. 

After the war, Mladic con¬ 
tinued his military career but 
went into hiding in 2000 after 
then Serbian president Slobo¬ 
dan Milosevic's government 
fell.

Young 
Norwegians know how to 
swim," Frida Holm Skoglund, 
20, told Oslo district court 
when asked if she had anything 
she wanted to say to Breivik.

To escape Breivik, the 
young woman and several

LONDON(AFP) - Former Ru¬ 
pert Murdoch confidante Re- 
bekah Brooks and her husband 
will find out on Tuesday if they 
are to face the first charges re¬ 
sulting from Britain's phone¬ 
hacking scandal, her lawyer said. 

Brooks and her husband 
Charlie, a former racehorse 
trainer, will find out after an¬ 
swering bail whether they will 
be charged with perverting the 
course of justice, her lawyer 
Stephen Parkinson confirmed 
to AFP on Monday. 

Five other suspects includ¬ 
ing former News International 
head of security Mark Hanna 
will also learn their fate, the 
Press Association news agency 
reported, citing unnamed 
sources. 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service refused to comment. 

Brooks, 43, resigned as head 
of Murdoch's British newspa¬ 
per wing News International in 
July, days after the closure of 
the scandal-hit News of the 
World tabloid.

She and her husband were 
arrested in March on suspicion 
of perverting the course of jus¬ 
tice.

Police have made more than 
40 arrests since launching a 
huge new investigation into 
phone-hacking and bribery in 
January 2011 but there have 
been no charges to date from 
the probe. 

A News of the World jour¬ 
nalist and a private detective 
were jailed for hacking in 2007 
but the paper insisted they were 
rogue operators. 

Last Friday Brooks, who 
also edited the News of the 
World from 2000 to 2003, tes¬ 
tified to a press ethics inquiry 
about her close relationship 
with Prime Minister David 
Cameron. 


Breivik has been charged 
with committing terrorist acts

While Breivik is expected to 
be found guilty, his 10-week 
trial will help determine the 
tricky question of his sanity and 
whether he will be sent to 
prison or to a mental institution. 

If the court finds him sane, 
Breivik will face Norway's 
maximum 21-year prison sen¬ 
tence, but that term can be ex¬ 
tended for as long as he is 
considered a threat to society. 

If he is found criminally in¬ 
sane however, he will be sent 
to a closed psychiatric care unit 
for treatment — a fate Breivik, 
who is intent upon showing 
that his anti-Islam ideology is 
not the ravings of a lunatic, has 
described as "worse than 
death". 


CUERNAVACA, Mexico 
(AFP) - A Mexican journalist 
who had taken a leave of ab¬ 
sence to work on the campaign 
of presidential frontrunner En¬ 
rique Pena Nieto was killed at 
the weekend, prosecutors said 
Monday. 

The body of 43-year-old 
Rene Orta Salgado was found 
on Sunday in the trunk of his 
car in the central state of More¬ 
los. His face was covered with 
a scarf and the body did not 
have any apparent gunshot 
wounds, prosecutors said. 

Until December, Orta Sal¬ 
gado worked for the newspaper 
El Sol de Cuernavaca in the 
city of the same name, located 
90 kilometers (55 miles) south 
of the capital Mexico City. 

At that time, according to 
sources at the newspaper, he 
asked for a leave of absence so 
he could work on the campaign 
of the former long-time ruling 


ROME (AFP) - The tomb of 
an Italian gangster in a Rome 
church was exhumed on Mon¬ 
day in search of clues on the 
disappearance of a Vatican em¬ 
ployee's daughter in a conspir¬ 
acy-filled inquiry that has 
gripped Italy. 

Enrico de Pedis, the leader 
of the Magliana gang which 
terrified Rome in the 1970s 
and 1980s, was killed in 1990 
and buried in a basilica — a 
rare privilege seen as due to his 
dubious Vatican financial con¬ 
nections. 

Emanuela Orlandi, whose 
father worked in the Vatican 
prefecture, disappeared on 
June 22, 1983 at the age of 15 
and her fate has remained a 
mystery which conspiracy the¬ 
orists have linked to a settling 
of accounts in the Vatican. 

De Pedis's mistress claimed 
he was involved in the kidnap- 


Institutional Revolutionary 
Party (PRI). 

Pena Nieto is the party's 
candidate for the presidency 
and is the favorite ahead of the 
July 1 polls. 

Several journalists have 
been killed in recent weeks in 
Mexico, primarily in the state 
of Veracruz, where a war is rag¬ 
ing between rival drug cartels. 

In late April, a correspon¬ 
dent for the national weekly 
news magazine Proceso was 
found strangled in her home. 

And early this month, the 
dismembered bodies of three 
photographers and a news 
company employee were 
found, wrapped in plastic bags, 
in a canal in the metropolitan 
area of Veracruz, a port city on 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mexico is considered to be 
one of the most dangerous 
countries in the world for re¬ 
porters. 


ping and murder of Orlandi 
and an anonymous caller on a 
television chat show in 2005 
made the claim that the gang¬ 
ster's tomb contained clues 
about Orlandi. 

Officials on Monday said 
that preliminary tests had 
shown the coffin contained 
only the remains of De Pedis, 
Italian media reported, but it 
appears this will do little to 
dampen the air of intrigue on 
the case. 

"Today is an important step 
towards resolving this mystery 
that has lasted for years," Or- 
landi's brother Pietro told re¬ 
porters. "Maybe after so many 
years there is finally a willing¬ 
ness to clear this up. ." 

The Vatican gave the go- 
ahead for the exhumation of 
the coffin and the mafia boss 
will now be buried in a Rome 
cemetery in the coming days.

Measles kills 12 children 
in Pakistan tribal area 


(AFP) - From liposuction in 
Athens to an eye operation in 
Dubai, the lucrative market in 
medical tourism is on the up, 
tempting ever more countries 
to look for ways to profit from 
foreign patient care. 

"Everyone wants their share 
of the pie," Sanjiv Malik, di¬ 
rector of DM Healthcare, a 
Dubai-based network of hospi¬ 
tals, said at a recent conference 
on medical tourism attended 
by more than 300 profession¬ 
als here. 

The "pie" is getting bigger. 
Nearly three million patients 
go abroad for medical treat¬ 
ment every year. 

Turnover is expected to 
total 100 billion dollars in 
2012, compared with 79 bil¬ 
lion in 2010, and increase to 
130 billion by 2015, according 
to global consultancy firm, 
KPMG. 

The flows of medical 
tourists looking for cheaper 
and often quicker treatment 
than they can receive at home 
are traditionally well defined. 

Mexico draws US patients, 


while Thailand, India or 
Malaysia are the key destina¬ 
tions for Asians, and Hungar¬ 
ian dental care tends to be 
highly sought-after generally. 

Germany draws wealthy 
Russians as well as nationals 
from the Gulf; well-off 
Africans go to France for med¬ 
ical care while residents of 
Latin America go to the US 
city of Miami. 

Keith Pollard, of the spe¬ 
cialist internet site Treatment 
Abroad, said that, generally 
speaking, "medical tourism is 
not global, it’s regional". 

However a growing number 
of countries and hospitals are 
aiming to turn it global. 

In Turkey "the government 
has taken the initiative to be 
one of the players" in a market 
which until now was domi¬ 
nated by the private sector, 
said Emin Cakmak, head of 
the Turkish medical tourism 
committee. 

It has launched a demoli¬ 
tion programme of old hospi¬ 
tals replacing them with 
facilities mostly destined for 


foreigners, likely to be patients 
from Arab and Gulf states. 

Dubai, keen to attract cus¬ 
tom from neighbouring coun¬ 
tries, has its own "medical 
zone". 

But Pollard warned that 
Dubai's chances of success 
could be limited, identifying a 
problem that was common to 
other small countries wanting 
to become medical tourism 
destinations. 

"Lots of Arab patients 
travel to Germany or the UK. 
Why? Because Germany has 
an 80 million population, doc¬ 
tors can practice, do research 
and get grants," he said. 

Christian Ott-Sessay, of the 
German hospital group, Vi- 
vantes, acknowledges that 
competition is stiff. 

Vivantes is in the throes of 
equipping some of its Berlin 
clinics with "comfort rooms" 
for foreign patients with hotel 
staff to take care of their non¬ 
medical needs. 

Berlin has also set up a hot¬ 
line for visiting patients and 
especially their families to 
help them quickly organise 
non-medical tourism activities 
such as a shopping trip or visit 
to a museum. 

Health Tip: 
When Baby 
Has a Fever 

The American Academy of 
Pediatricians offers these 
guidelines: 

--You must call your pedi¬ 
atrician immediately if 
your infant is age 2 
months or younger, with a 
rectal temperature of 
100.4 degrees Fahrenheit 
or higher. 

--Call the doctor if your 
child is between 3 months 
and 6 months old with a 
fever of 101 degrees or 
higher, or if baby is older 
than 6 months with a fever 
of 103 degrees or higher. 
--Except for these cases, 
judge your child's symp¬ 
toms and call the doctor if 
your child has a severe 
sore throat or earache, 
cough or a rash. 

--Call the doctor if your 
child has a fever with diar¬ 
rhea or vomiting, is very 
fussy or is sleeping exces¬ 
sively. 

—If a fever persists in a 
child older than 1 year for 
longer than 24 hours, even 
if there are no other symp¬ 
toms, call the pediatrician. 


MIRANSHAH (AFP) - A 
measles outbreak has killed 
12 children in one of Pak¬ 
istan's lawless tribal districts 
and is spreading as fighting, 
power cuts and curfews cause 
a vaccine shortage, doctors 
said Monday. 

North Waziristan, a restive 
and deeply poor area border¬ 
ing Afghanistan, is Pakistan's 
most notorious Taliban and 
Al-Qaeda stronghold, hit fre¬ 
quently by US drone strikes 
targeting Islamist militants. 

"For the past three weeks 
we are daily receiving five to 
10 children suffering from 
measles," said doctor Mo¬ 
hammad Ali Shah, chief of 
the main hospital in Miran- 
shah, the area's biggest town. 

He would normally see 
only one or two deaths a year 
from the disease, he said. 

But another doctor, Mo¬ 
hammad Sadiq, said 12 chil¬ 
dren and a man had died from 
measles in the last three 
weeks, and that there were up 
to 70 confirmed cases in hos¬ 
pital. 

The UN children's agency 
UNICEF said there had been 
143 measles alerts this year in 
Pakistan's seven-district, 
semi-autonomous tribal belt. 

The measles virus is highly 
contagious and can be fatal, 
but can easily be prevented 
by proper immunisation. 

However Shah said: "We 
do not have proper storage 
for measles vaccination be¬ 
cause of long power outages 
and curfews and most of our 
stock expires due to these 
reasons." 


Poverty and poor transport 
facilities mean villagers in 
the rugged, mountainous 
areas cannot come to hospi¬ 
tals for treatment, he added, 
while military operations and 
unrest mean vaccination 
teams cannot reach them. 

"There is accumulation of 
significant number of unvac¬ 
cinated children in different 
parts of this region which are 
revealing as outbreaks or 
alerts over time to time," said 
doctor Quamral Hasan of the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO). 

WHO and local health of¬ 
ficials are to carry out a sup¬ 
plementary campaign in the 
tribal areas aimed at vaccinat¬ 
ing more than a million chil¬ 
dren aged under 10 by the 
end of June, he said. 

Polio vaccination cam¬ 
paigns in tribal areas have in 
the past suffered because of 
rumours — sometimes spread 
by radio stations or from 
mosque loudspeakers — they 
were a Western conspiracy to 
sterilise children to reduce 
the Muslim population. 

But UNICEF said work 
had been done to tackle mis¬ 
conceptions and there was 
less suspicion of the measles 
vaccine, administered by in¬ 
jection, than of the orally-ad- 
ministered polio dose. 

Nearly 140,000 people 
died of measles worldwide in 
2010, according to the World 
Health Organisation — 95 
percent in low income coun¬ 
tries with poor health infra¬ 
structure.

Worst drought in 50 years takes toll 
in northern Brazil

SAO PAOLO - (AFP) Severe 
drought gripping northeastern 
Brazil — the worst in a half- 
century — is taking its toll on 
more than 1,100 towns, even 
triggering fighting in rural 
areas, local media reported 
Sunday. 

An average of one person 
a day is being killed in "water 
wars" in rural areas, while 
scores of animals are wasting 
away before perishing, the O 
Globo newspaper reported 
over the weekend. 


Short water supplies have 
devastated farm output, the re¬ 
port said, endangering the lives 
of local people and their live¬ 
stock. 

Many people in the area 
have lost half their livestock, 
and the Brazilian government 
has reduced forecasts for com, 
soy and bean crops. 

In Pernambuco, 66 munic¬ 
ipalities are on water emergen¬ 
cies, rivers have run 
completely dry and animals 
looking for water in the 


riverbed can only find the odd 
muddy puddle. 

Local dams in the region 
are mnning dry, and abuses are 
rife. In one cited example, 
water tmek drivers make deliv¬ 
eries — but only if customers 
promise to vote for certain 
local candidates.

(AFP) - A German court on 
Monday ordered Paul Wat¬ 
son, the founder of marine 
conservation group Sea Shep¬ 
herd, to remain in custody a 
day after his arrest on a war¬ 
rant from Costa Rica. 

The veteran anti-whaling 
campaigner, a Canadian na¬ 
tional, was detained in Frank¬ 
furt on Sunday on charges 
stemming from a high seas 
confrontation over shark 
finning in 2002. 

He is accused of having 
"put a ship's crew in danger" 
in the incident, a Frankfurt 
prosecutor said. 

Watson's lawyer Oliver 
Wallasch said that after Mon¬ 
day's court hearing that his 
client must remain in custody 
until the Costa Rican extradi¬ 
tion request is considered, 
adding that he did not know 
how long the process would 
take. 

A media report in Aus¬ 
tralia, citing Costa Rican re¬ 
ports, said Watson, 61, also 
faced an outstanding warrant 
for attempted murder during 
the same incident. 

Sea Shepherd is best 
known for its annual pursuit 
of the Japanese whaling fleet 
in Antarctica, using increas¬ 
ingly militant ways to halt the 
hunt. 

The whaling fleet kills less 
than a third of the animals it 
planned to because of the 
sabotage attempts.

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JPMorgan investment chief resigns 
after $2 bn loss

said, but her departure comes days after the bank re¬ 
ported a huge "egregious" loss that came under her re¬ 
sponsibility at the bank's chief investment officer (CiO). 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - JP¬ 
Morgan Chase’s chief invest¬ 
ment officer Ina Drew resigned 
yesterday as the White House 
urged stronger industry regula¬ 
tion in the wake of the bank's 
stunning $2 billion loss on de¬ 
rivatives trading. 

With more heads expected 
to roll, investors also punished 
JPMorgan's shares, sending 
them down more than two per¬ 
cent after Friday's 9.3 percent 
rout. 

The White House said the 
loss was more evidence of the 


need to place tough controls on 
banks seen as systemically 
"too big to fail." The banks, led 
by JPMorgan's chief executive 
Jamie Dimon, have fought 
hard to block such curbs. 

"This event even only rein¬ 
forces why it was so important 
to pass Wall Street reform, why 
it is so important to fully imple¬ 
ment Wall Street reform," said 
presidential spokesman Jay 
Carney. 

"Ever since it passed, 
there's been millions and mil¬ 
lions of dollars spent by Wall 


Street lobbyists to try to water 
down, delay, and render inef¬ 
fective those rules. It only re¬ 
inforces why the president was 
right to take on this fight and 
why we need to make sure it's 
implemented," he said. 

Dimon announced yester¬ 
day that Drew, 55 and one of 
the highest-ranking women on 
Wall Street, would retire after 
more than 30 years at the bank. 

The departure came after 
the bank's chief investment of¬ 
fice (CIO), which Drew led, 
racked up at least $2 billion in 
losses in the past six weeks on 
trading its own assets in the 
complex derivatives market. 

Drew had previously ten¬ 
dered her resignation after the 
extent of the losses became ap¬ 
parent in late April, but Dimon 
had refused to accept it until 
now, according to US media 
reports. She will be replaced 
by Matt Zames, currently head 
of JPMorgan's global fixed-in¬ 
come unit. 

No mention was made in 
the statement of any of the 
other CIO officials reportedly 
involved in the loss. 

The Wall Street Journal said 
two others would likely be 
pushed out this week: Achilles 
Maoris, who heads the Lon- 
don-based desk that placed the 
trades, and trader Javier Mar¬ 
tin- Artajo, a managing director 
on Macris's team. 


Facebook CEO turns 28 


(Bloomberg) Mark Zuckerberg 
celebrated his 28th birthday 
today on the final leg of a road¬ 
show aimed at building demand 
for Facebook Inc.’s initial pub¬ 
lic offering and convincing in¬ 
vestors that he can make money 
from mobile users. 

Chief Executive Officer 
Zuckerberg, along with Chief 
Operating Officer Sheryl 
Sandberg and Chief Financial 
Officer David Ebersman, will 
meet potential shareholders in 
a cross- country tour that in¬ 
cludes stops in Chicago and 
Denver. Facebook engineers, 
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meantime, are putting final 
touches on products designed 
to help profit from the 488 mil¬ 
lion people who access the 
world’s biggest social network 
on the go. 

Facebook plans to raise as 
much as $11.8 billion through 
the IPO, the biggest ever for an 
Internet company. Its shares 


are set to price May 17 and 
begin trading under the symbol 
FB on the Nasdaq Stock Mar¬ 
ket the following day. Face- 
book is offering 337.4 million 
shares at $28 to $35 apiece, 
and it’s seeking a valuation of 
as high as $96 billion, filings 
show.

Eurozone warns Greece 
to accept rescue rules, 
or risk exit 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The euro¬ 
zone warned Greece yesterday 
to stick to its debt rescue deal 
or risk leaving the currency 
club, as deadlock in Athens and 
dire strains for Spanish banks 
returned to haunt finance min¬ 
isters. 

Eurogroup finance ministers 
opened talks in Brussels from 
1500 GMT, with feuding polit¬ 
ical parties in Athens under 
stem notice that Greece must 
respect the conditions of auster¬ 
ity and reform under a March 
deal for a second bailout. 

The alternative, increa¬ 
singly forecast by analysts and 
now being broached even 
among European Union politi¬ 
cal partners, is that Greece 
abandons the euro. 

Spanish Foreign Minister 
Jose Manuel Garcia-Margallo, 
attending talks of chief diplo¬ 
mats in Bmssels, stressed that 
membership of the eurozone 
depended on "complying with 
the mles of the game." 

Jose Manuel Barroso, the 
head of the European Commis¬ 
sion, still "hopes and wishes" 
that Greece can remain in the 
eurozone, his spokeswoman 
Pia Ahrenkilde Hansen said. 

European shares sank today 
and the euro tumbled to the 
lowest point since January as 
markets increasingly specu¬ 
lated about the knock-on ef¬ 
fects of an exit on the eurozone 
banking system. 

"They know very well what 
the conditions are to get further 
money from the EU," said Lux¬ 
embourg Finance Minister Luc 
Frieden. 

Full compliance from the 
next government installed in 
Athens is essential, he under¬ 
lined, "otherwise we could not 
give further financial support." 

Irish central bank governor 
Patrick Honohan has already 
said that a Greek departure 


from the eurozone "isn't neces¬ 
sarily fatal" and could "techni¬ 
cally" be managed. 

Asked if Athens might 
somehow be afforded more 
time, German Finance Minister 
Wolfgang Schaeuble said on his 
arrival: "It's not about generos¬ 
ity towards Greece. I don't see 
what more could have been 
done in the negotiations." 

Belgian Foreign Minister 
Didier Reynders, a former fi¬ 
nance minister, added that 
'Grexit,' as economists have 
taken to calling a Greek euro 
exit currency, would be a "ca¬ 
tastrophe for Greece economi¬ 
cally and socially." 

However, ETX Capital 
trader Markus Huber said that 
"a Greek exit might actually be 
a good thing for the eurozone 
in the long run," allowing EU 
partners to focus all their ener¬ 
gies on how to support Spain 
and Italy. 

Nevertheless, Austria's Fi¬ 
nance Minister Maria Fekter 
underlined that the EU rule- 
book remains unclear. 

"You cannot leave the euro¬ 
zone," she said. "You can leave 
the European Union and then 
you can leave the eurozone. 

"Greece would have to 
strive towards accession 
again," she said.

SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
Australians are enjoying a high 
profile at Cannes this year, but 
beyond the star power of 
Nicole Kidman and Kylie 
Minogue, the film world will 
be watching the ground-break¬ 
ing work of Aboriginal artists. 

Indigenous stories have 
breathed new life into the film 
scene Down Under, with ’’The 
Sapphires” the latest to come 
to international attention with 
a screening in official selection 
at the French festival that kicks 
off Wednesday. 

Actor Deborah Mailman, 
who stars in the feel-good fea¬ 
ture about an all-girl singing 
group plucked from a remote 
Aboriginal community to play 
for Australian troops serving in 
Vietnam, is delighted with the 
response. 

”Yes, it's huge. It's a really 
great acknowledgement,” she 
told AFP at the launch of Syd¬ 
ney's Film Festival, just days 
before jetting out for Europe. 

Mailman is a household 
name in Australia for her many 
television roles and appear¬ 


ances in films such as the mu¬ 
sical comedy "Bran Nue Dae” 
and the historical drama "Rab¬ 
bit Proof Fence”, starring Ken¬ 
neth Branagh. 

But the 39-year-old, who in 
1998 beat Cate Blanchett and 
Rachel Griffiths for the Aus¬ 
tralian Film Institute award for 
best actress, is still excited 
about heading to Cannes for 
the first time.

Chan arrived at the magis¬ 
trates' court with his wife and 
listened calmly as prosecutors 
and his defence lawyers ironed 
out technical details on the 
charges, evidence and the call¬ 
ing of witnesses. 

Prosecutors allege Chan, 52, 
forged the will between Octo¬ 
ber 2006 and April 2007, and 
then presented it as authentic 
between 2007 and 2010. 

His defence team argued 
that the alleged forgery had 
been compromised by forensic 
testing, and requested a stay on 
proceedings, according to 
state-run RTHK news website. 

Chan built a career advising 
clients including Wang — once 
Asia's richest woman — on feng 
shui, an ancient Chinese belief 
system based on harnessing 
natural and spiritual energies. 

He lost his high-profile legal 
campaign for a piece of her es¬ 
tate in 2010 after a court ruled 
that a will in Chan's possession 
was a fake. 

It ruled that the rightful heir 
to the fortune was the billion¬ 
aire's charity, which is run by 
her siblings. 

Wang's husband, Teddy, 
who started the family's Chi- 
nachem Group property em¬ 
pire, was abducted in 1990 and 
declared legally dead in 1999. 
His body has never been found.

KIEV, (AFP)-Euro 2012 co¬ 
hosts Ukraine are dreaming of 
an historic success for a young 
nation two decades after inde¬ 
pendence but their hopes are 
blighted by a tough group and 
a litany of injury troubles. 

The co-hosting of the cham¬ 
pionships with Poland is the 
biggest event Ukraine has held 
since the collapse of the Soviet 
Union and the team wants to 
inspire a nation that is still 
mired in poverty and deeply 
divided. 

However, their mission may 
remain impossible after being 
drawn in a tough Group D 
with England, Euro 2000 win¬ 
ners France and traditionally 
uncompromising fighters 
Sweden. 

Ukraine manager Oleg 
Blokhin, a legendary striker in 
Soviet football, nevertheless 
said he believed his players are 
capable of clinching a knock¬ 
out stage place by upsetting 
the odds. 

’’England and France can 
consider themselves the 
group's favourites, it's their 
right,” said Blokhin, 59. "But 
we and, I believe, Sweden 
have our own view of things. 

"We have experience of 
playing well against France 
and England. And we will do 
our best to play with dignity in 
front of our fans. And I believe 
their support will give us extra 
strength.” 

Over half a decade after the 
Orange Revolution inspired 
hopes of a new beginning for 
Ukraine, the country is still 
battling economic crisis and 


stark divisions between its 
Russian-speaking east and 
Ukrainian-speaking west. 

Ukraine now has a unique 
chance to showcase the nation 
of over 45 million to the world 
and create a sense of national 
unity, despite a furore over the 
jailing of former prime minis¬ 
ter Yulia Tymoshenko that has 
led to threats of an EU boy¬ 
cott. 

Ukraine's team remains an 
unknown quantity as the host 
country did not need to play in 
the qualifying tournament and 
only played friendly matches 
ahead of the event. 

But a 3-3 home draw with 
three-time World Cup winners 
Germany, a 2-1 win over Aus¬ 
tria and the recent 3-2 victory 
over Israel gave Ukraine's fans 
optimism. 

Blokhin has brought some 
fresh blood into his squad 
while keeping the experienced 
veterans who formed the 
Ukrainian team's backbone for 
years. 

Veteran star striker Andriy 
Shevchenko, forward Andriy 
Voronin, who was named 
player of the year in the former 
Soviet Union region this year, 
Bayern Munich midfielder 
Anatoliy Tymoshchuk and 
goalkeepers Olexander 
Shovkovskiy and Andriy Pya- 
tov will all be likely included 
into Blokhin's squad. 

Meanwhile, Blokhin can 
also turn to young stars like 
Denys Garmash, Andriy 
Yarmolenko and Maxym 
Koval from Dynamo Kiev, 
Yevgen Konoplyanka of Dne¬

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propetrovsk and Yaroslav Rak- 
itskiy of Shakhtar Donetsk. 

Ukraine made their first and 
last appearance in a major fi¬ 
nals at the 2006 World Cup in 
Germany, where they reached 
the quarter-finals, losing to 
eventual winners Italy. 

But injury worries are al¬ 
ready casting a shadow over 
Blokhin's ambitions: Ukraine's 
first-choice keeper Andriy 
Dykan looks likely to be ruled 
out after sustaining facial in¬ 
juries in a Russian league 
match. 

Shakhtar Donetsk keeper 
Olexander Rybka was handed 
a two-year ban for failing a 
dope test. 

Shakhtar defender Dmytro 
Chygrynskiy remains uncer¬ 
tain because of an injury, 
while Shevchenko is battling 
back to full fitness after a seri¬ 
ous back injury.

Burn-out threatens Spain's bid 
for history 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain head 
to Euro 2012 looking to make 
history but their bid for a third 
consecutive major tournament 
triumph could be hit by fatigue, 
with top players feeling the ef¬ 
fects of several years compet¬ 
ing at the highest level. 

Spain were the big under¬ 
achievers of the European 
game before their triumph at 
Euro 2008 but having since 
gone on to win the 2010 World 
Cup they will be the team to 
beat in Poland and Ukraine. 

No team has ever retained 
the Henri Delaunay trophy or 
won three major tournaments 
on the bounce, even if West 
Germany came close, losing 
the 1976 European Champi¬ 
onship to Czechoslovakia after 
previously winning the 1972 
Euros and the 1974 World Cup. 

There are plenty of reasons 
why Vicente Del Bosque's side 
can hope to go all the way this 
year, though, especially as their 
leading players know each 
other inside out and are not 
lacking in experience. 

They also cruised through 
qualifying, winning all eight 
games and scoring 26 goals in 
the process. 

"The entire team know that 
as the reigning European 
champions the heavy weight of 
responsibility lies on our shoul¬ 
ders,” Del Bosque said re¬ 
cently. 

"But everyone in the team 
wants to defend our current po¬ 
sition in world football” 

However, Del Bosque must 



solve some major problems if 
La Roja are to really compete 
with the youthful exuberance 
of Germany and the class of 
the Netherlands, among others. 

Chief among those is the fa¬ 
tigue, both physical and men¬ 
tal, which has accumulated 
over the years of success. 

Barcelona's Xavi Hernandez 
is the man that makes the team 
tick but he has played an aver¬ 
age of almost 70 games a sea¬ 
son in the last four years and is 
being gradually worn down by 
tendon problems. 

And Xavi is far from the 
only one to have clocked up 
the kilometres in recent years 
with little or no rest. 

Furthermore, many of Del 
Bosque's squad will come from 
Barcelona and Athletic Bilbao, 
the two clubs who meet in the 
final of the Copa del Rey on 
May 25, just 16 days before La 
Roja's opening game against 
Italy. 

That means Del Bosque will 
be the last coach to have his 
whole group of players at his 
disposal ahead of the tourna¬ 


ment. 

To compound matters, he 
has also had to deal with the 
loss of key players to injury. 

Inspirational captain Carles 
Puyol — a man who "rouses 
every player that sees him” in 
the words of one teammate — 
is out of the tournament with a 
knee problem. 

Meanwhile, the national 
team's all-time leading goal- 
scorer David Villa — scorer of 
seven goals in qualifying and 
five in the World Cup finals in 
South Africa — has not played 
at all since breaking a leg in 
December. 

With Fernando Torres still 
grasping for a semblance of 
form, Roberto Soldado and 
Fernando Llorente could be 
key in attack, while Sergio 
Ramos is likely to assume 
Puyol's role in the heart of the 
defence. 

Despite everything, Xavi 
hopes the momentum built up 
in recent years can work to 
Spain's advantage as they pre¬ 
pare to do battle in Group C 
against Italy, the Republic of 
Ireland and Croatia.

MIAMI (AFP) - LeBron 
James, who earned his third 
league MVP award Saturday,

James, the game’s best 
player, has won the MVP 


award three out of the last four 
years and is chasing his first 
ever NBA championship. 

James also had 15 rebounds 
and five assists and guard 
Dwyane Wade had 29 points 
and four assists, while Chris 
Bosh added 13 points for the 
Heat, who also won three of 
four regular season games 
over the Pacers. 

Forward David West and 
centre Roy Hibbert scored 17 
points each for the much-im¬ 
proved Pacers, who finished 
off Orlando in five games 
Tuesday to advance past the 
first round of the playoffs for 
the first time since 2005. 

Heat forward Bosh suffered 
a lower abdominal strain 
shortly before halftime at 
AmericanAirlines Arena and 
did not return. 

Bosh dunked over the Indi¬ 
ana Pacers' Hibbert and drew 
the foul with 1:06 remaining in 
the second quarter, but landed 
awkwardly on the floor. He 
made the free throws and left 
soon after for the dressing 
room. 

The score was even after 
three quarters, but Miami 
opened the final quarter with 
an 8-2 run and never lost the 
lead after that.

a pole position when he was 
elevated from second place on 
the grid on Saturday evening, 
following Lewis Hamilton's 
disqualification for fuel irreg¬ 
ularities. 

In only his 24th Grand Prix. 
Maldonado drove with great 
composure in the closing 
stages to make the most of his 
team's clever strategy by hold¬ 
ing off two-time champion anc 
local hero Fernando Alonso of 
Ferrari.
